The Council of M.D. of Pine Lake 
No. 339,’/yesterday afternoon, heard 
the letter from the Department of 
Municipal Affairs to the effect that 
Sec. 293, sub-sections 2 and 3, ‘ had 
been struck out of the Municipal Act.

The musical part of the servicers 
was very acceptably rendered by the 
‘hoir under organist and choir- 
naster J. E. Welton, who has given 
‘cellent service in that capacity 
ever since the present church war 
‘uilt. The Junior Choir, organized 
‘uring the past winter, werein their 
dlaces, 27 strong, for the morning ser- 
‘ice, and sang an anthem very effec- 
‘ively. as well as leading in the sing- 
ing of the hymns. W., Johnston Cooke 
sang as a solo from Mendelssohn's 
tvmn of Praise, “Sing ye Praises,” 
ind “He Counteth All Your Sorrows,” 
‘enor competition numbers’ at the 
coming musical festival in Calgary. 
This selection was well rendered by 
Mr. Cooke, who, on.account of his re- 
moval from the city, will be missed 
from the choir. 

Bandmaster Pulleyn gave Schubert's 
Serenade in his well-known pleasing 
style. E. G. Johns sang “Ye People 
Rend Your Herrts” and “If With All 
Your Hearts Ye Truly Seek Me," with 
good effect. 

The improvements and repairs to 
the organ, which were made last week. 
ave added very materially to the 
Mfficiency of the instrument. Mr. Wel- 
ton’s organ selections were thorough-

In the morning Mr. Sykes spoke on 
‘he relafion that Jesus Christ  sus- 
‘ained to the church of his day. He 
nointed out that Christ was received 
‘nto the Jewish church through the 
vet of his parents. We don’t leave it 
‘o our children to decide about their 
manners or their education; we train 
em. Consecrated parents are God’s 
device to make conversion unneces- 
3ary. Regeneration. on the other 
hand, is necessary. Christ remained 
1 loyal member of the Jewish church 
and at the age of twelve, when most 
children nowadays would be found 
in the movies, He was found in the 
church. 

Christ, found in the church the 
chief source of his own religious in- 
2piration. He did not leave the 
church but was put out of it. He 
was the first and a very severe critic 
of the Old Testament as well as a 
critic of the church. But he used. the 
imperfect Bible of His day and° at- 
tended the crude services of the 
church, although He was a radical, 

The Radical of out day won't have 
anything to do with the church or 
the Bible, although his own standing 
‘n society is the result of what the 
church and the Bible have done in the 
world. Christ took the best that was 
in the church and adopted it when 
‘nitiating His new svstem. He used 
the church as the fittest instrument 
through which to do His work for the 
world. 

It takes organization to do any- 
‘hing on a large scale. Society cannot 
be leavened and mankind educated by 
individual effort. The church has the 
machinery to do the work, but it 
needs the incelligent co-operation of 
all who would raise the status of 
mankind. 

Some stand aloof and say that the 
church does not represent the ideals 
of Jesus. Their aloofness is proof 
that they are not following Christ's 
example themselves; Christ criticized 
‘he chureh severely from within, not 
from without. 

Before the war, Lord Roberts and 
Lord Beresford warned Britain of the 


impending conflict. Britain would 
not heed. But these men did not 
go ovér to the enemy. they staved 


with the nation and helped her solve 
her problems. 

The church is poor and poverty 
stricken for the need of those wo 
have a real desire to help mankind. 
but who have excluded themselves 
from the church. The call should not 
be “Come thou in and we will do thee 
ood.” hut rather “We need you, you 
know the way, be to us as eyes to! 
show us the way.” Follow the ex- 
amnle of Christ; no matter how im- 


the uplift of mankind. 

Before starting his service in the | 
avening, Rev. Mr. Sykes paid a 
tribute to the memory of Dr. Leonard 
Gaetz, after whom the chureh is | 
named. Mr. Sykes was one of the 
successors of Dr. Gaetz as pastor of 
St. James’ Church, Montreal, and he 
stated that the members of that con- 
gregation never spoke more highly of 
any pastor than they did of Dr. Gaetz. 

Mr, Sykes also congratulated the! 
choir on their part in the services, 
and expressed the opinion that the 
Senior Choir should compete in the 
approaching musical festival. This, 
by the way, was Mr. Welton’s am- 
bition, but he has been forced to ab- 
andon the idea on account of circum- 
stances that have developed,

Such questions’ arise in one’s mind 
after hearing an old Klondike pros- 
pectors who went through the Arctic 


region in ’98 declare that two gold 


strikes will be made’ in the northern 
wilderness. Alphonse Waterer it is 


who speaks. from personal knowledge‘ 


of the north, predicting that copper 
mines and fron mines ‘will follow in 
the wake of oil strikes. 

If that well which the Imperial oil 
company™has drilled below Fort Nor- 
man does not yield enough oj] to pay 
for transportation the difficulty.can be 
overcome by drilling another one in 
the same-locality which would bring 
about the desired result. 


DISCOVERY IN 1898 


T speak thus because when I discov- 
ered this location myself (in the month 
of August, 1898) twenty-three years 
ago, I was thoroughl? convinced that 
oil was there in paying quantities and 
the recent developments have inten- 
sified that conviction if that were 
possible. 


When I arrived in Dawson City, I 
made mv discovery known after I 
found T had arrived there too late to 
stake a gold claim, and I tried to get 
veople interested in it, Alec McDonald 
being one of them, but of course every- 
hody had the gold fever there in those 
days, and oil was not even a second- 
ary consideration. I wrote the story 
of the whole trip from Edmonton to 
Dawson City and offered it to the edi- 
tor of a certain paper there. He did 
not even take the trouble. to examine 
it. but when I offered it to the editor 
of the “Nugget.” (pioneer paper of the 
Yukon), he gladly accepted it and 
paid me a handsome sum for it in 
gold dust and it appeared in -serial 
form in five chapters. ° 

This story tolq all about the oil 
prosnects at the Pig Caseade snd 
Crookeq Rapid, and the McMurray tar 
sands, all on the Athabasca’ River. 
These locations had been known for a 
considerable time, and were simply 
waiting for somebody to tackle them. 
It also told of the salt springs and salt 
cones (caused by evaporation) away 
up on the Salt river, a sample which 
I secured jbeing of a high grade, 


GOLD NEAR FORT NORMAN 


Near Fort Norman I found quanti- 
ties of drift shale, and conglomorate 
to which I attached no importance. 
Soon after leaving Fort Norman, baid 
round-topned miniature mountains 


[came plainlv into view whose forma- 


tion from the distance I judged by 
their color to be granite. and they aj- 
peared to be isolated. It was report- 
ed in the winter camps on the Rat 
river in the fall of 1898 that gold had 
been found in this region. which I be- 
lieyed at that time and still believe it. 
Not far from here was,a creek run- 
ning into the Mackenzie which I es- 
timated--was between forty and fifty 
miles below Fort Norman whose sur- 
face at times was literally covered 
with oil and the atmosphere _ there- 
abouts was highly permeated with the 
strong odor of oily tar. This caused 
me to land and investigate the sur 
roundings and from all anpearances 
and the sure indications which point- 
ed to oil in large quantities, I con- 
cluded that I had discovered a propo- 
sition which sooner or later must 
prove to be of inestimable value. 


ANTICLINICAL FOLDS 


In the recent article which I read 
concerning the Fort Norman _ oil 
fields Tnote that a party of geologists 
had discovered a system of “anticlin- 
ical folds” which is very interesting. 
and I mav here add to this interest by 
stating that the same kind of forma- 
tion is also a casual feature of the 
landscape inthe Yukon, an instance of 
which occurs between Dawson city 
and Circle city. and it is reasonile 
to asume that these peculiarities have 
been caused by subterrestrial waves 
in seismic areas whose formations 
were originally horizontal. 

Follewing this northern oil boom 
there will be at least two.gold = strikes, 
one between the Rat river and the 
Arctic shore which will be accessible 
from the Arctic ocean. I look for iron 
to be found somewhere in this region 
if indications on the Rat river are 
anything to go by, the other in the 
region of the Great Bear lake east of 
Fort Norman. 

COPPER DEPOSITS 


The copper deposits which carry 
gold and are known to exist on the 
Coppermine river will be developed in 
due course, and oil will be found in

I was fourteen months going from 
Edmonton to Dawson City (May 4, 
1898—July 20, 1899) by way of the} 
Athabasca, Slave, Mackenzie, Peel, 
Rat, Bell and Porcupine rivers and the 
men who went into the Klondyke by 
this route were known there as the 
“Rat River Men.” 

In writing this, I wish it to be gener- 
ally understood that I am not seeking 
to take the wind, out of anybody's 
sails, but, on the contrary, I am ex- 
tremely gratified to think and to know 
that others have taken hold of a 
proposition which I could not handle 
myself owing to lack of capital. and 
that their efforts will be crowned with 
success I have not the least doubt. 


There is one name above all others 
I am glad to see connected with the 
Fort Norman: oil fleld, and that is 
Colonel J. K. Cornwall, who I was 
acquainted with twenty-three years 
ago. Jim was a poor man in those 
days but brimful of grit and enter- 
prise, and anything he may possess 
at the present time has come to him 
through persistent hard work and 
earnest endeavor. : 

In this article I have endeavored to 
tell you something about the richest 
portion of your inheritance which is 
overflowing with possibilities. When I 
went into the great northland twenty- 
three years ago and spent fourteen 
months there before reaching the 
Yukon my outfit was a slender one 
but I had in my make-up a very large 
stock of enthusiasm which perils and 
hardships could not dampen.

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SHOULD BE OPTIMISTIC 


Tho:e@ who appear to be alarmed by 
happenings during the period of de- 
flation upon which the world has now 
definitely. entered, would do well to 
study aistory, says the Ottawa Jour- 
nal. It took Great Britaia more than 
twenty years to recover from the in- 
tlation which accompanied the Nap- 
oleonic wars. It was not until twelve 
years after the Civil War that the 
United States had returned to stable 
financial conditions. The panic of 
1873 showed what slow progress had 
been made up to that time. We are 
moving very much faster towards a 
complete readjustment today, without 
any of the violent disturbances which 
marked the experience of both Great 
Britain and the United States. 

A drop of 45 per cent. has already 
occurred in the index number waich 
shows the cost of living. England 
had not reached half that distance 
five years after the battle of Water- 
loo. The drop in prices in the United 
States was only 28 per cent, six years 
after the close of the Civil War. Of 
course, our neighbors had to contend 
against a greatly inflated currency. 
We are free from that difficulty and 


the fact is distinctly in our favor. 
Prices are falling rapidly, and yet 
failures are few in number, and the 


general effect has not thus far sug- 
gested the slightest cause for alarm. 
Our banking system is sound and 
elastic. We are prepared for a strain 
‘hich thas not really been seriously 
felt.

SELECTION 


In. arranging for the- Baal sunply of ; 


tubers from one’ 8 crop, the first’ steps 


should be taken: during ‘the growing 


season: to get ithe seed from ‘he Ithy, 
vigorous, large-yielding ‘hills, -: When 
harvesting © time comes .these. hills 


The tubers 
should’ be. sin dried and ‘all" ‘showing 
cuts,, bruises or disease of any -kind, 
thrown out,. Such‘supply can then be 
kept ‘fora seed area for the following 
season. 


Where the main crop is destined ‘tor 
this seed trade, ‘équally good care 
should’ be taken in the harvest- 
ing and sorting before going into win- 
ter storage. If the weather is bad at 
digging time, and the tubers have to 
be ‘taken wet from the field, they 
should be spread out to dry on a barn 
floor or other airy place and be re- 
sorted béfore going into storage. 


STORAGE 


The -best storage for maintaining 
vitality of seed tubers has not. so far 
absolute- 
ly determined. Seed from a dry cel- 


as the writer is aware, been 
lar with temperature running from 40 
degrees to 50 degrees has been equal- 
ly vigorous with that from a moist 


cellar at a temperature of 34 degrees 


to 38 degrees, though, of course, there 


would be great loss of bulk and weight 


in the former case. Potatoes kept in 
pits with excess of moisture and 
minimum of ventilation ‘have 
given vigorous plants. 


When potatoes are ,first stored 


there should be free ventilation to 


carry off all latent heat and moisture 


and to reduce temperature to. below 


40 degrees. If the floor of storage is 
very damp the bin ad better be rais- 
ed by a wooden floor. Ifitisdry there 
is nothing gained by the floor. If hins 
aré very deep (over six feet) they had 
better be broken up by hollow parti- 
tions placed not more than ten feet 
apart; though the writer has seen po- 
tatoes keeping weil in very large, deep 
bins. 

The storage should be so:construct- 
ed as to keey cool in the spring. It 


‘)should be possible to keep it below 40 


degrees, to prevent sprouting until 
such time as the tubers are wanted. 


FORCED SPROUTING 


For an early crop, it is a common 
practice to take the seed tubers to a 
light room of about 60 degrees temper- 
ature by the 20th March, to give them 
four to six weeks to warm up and 
sprout. A thick green sprout not 
more than a half inch long fs wanted. 
The exact gain in growth from this 
treatment has not been determined. 
In one trial at the Experimental Sta- 
tion, Fredericton, the difference in 
growth as between seed so treated 
and seed taken immediately from the 
cellar, was very slight. Plants from 
the-sprouted seed were only from two 
to three days ahead of the others. 


oe arin a 


- To Kill” any spores of common scab, 
and, to some extent, Rhizoctonia, the 
potatoes should be treated with a dis- 
infectant. The safest to use is for- 
malin, at the rate of a pint to 30 gal- 
lons of water. The tubers are best 
bagged and then: immersed for two 
hours, 


Investigators are now trying out 
methods of disinfection whereby the 
use of ‘heat and greater strength of 
solution will materially hasten the 
process of disinfection. 


CUTTING THE SETS 


Experiments have proven quite 
clearly that the most economical way 
to use seed is to cut to sets weighing 
not less than one ounce and not more 
than two ounces, with from two to 
three eyes to the set. Cutting by a 
machine or a cutting board may be 
economical in large commercial oper- 
ations, but as when using these the 
size of sets and number of ‘eyes can- 
not be well regulated nor elimination 
of internal disease carried out, the 
advantage of speed may not be good 
economy. 


To make sure that no sets infected 
with Black Leg, Fusarium Wilt, Late 
Blight and other possible troubles are 
planted, the best procedure is, first, 
to throw out all cut and bruised tub- 
ers, cut a thin slice off the stem end 
and then discard any tubers showing 
discoloration. Two knives should be 
used, one kept standing in.a can of 
formalin solution; immediately a dis- 
colored potato is cut,.the knife used 
should be put in the disinfectant and 
the other knife taken. 

As the sets dry out quickly when 
cut and will heat if left in piles or 
barrels, they should be coated. with 
dust. Gypsum, or land plaster, is one 
of the best materials to use, and if 
from two to four quarts is spread 
through the barrel of seed the sets 
will keep firm and cool without deteri- 
oration for days and-even weeks, Air 
slakeq lime is frequently used and 
sometimes road dust and — sulphur. 
Lime, if not thoroughly slaked, may 
injure the eyes and makes the. sets 
unpleasant to handle.

The cnistle of the Galatians was 
written to a people whose ruling im- 
pulses were largely emotional, to -a 
people easily enthused to fever pitch 
or chilled by adversity. 

Those whose lives are controlled 


largely by their emotions are pecu- 
(larly liable to lapses of virtue and 


there is no doubt that the exhortation 
of our text was very necessary and 
an occasion 
would arise to carry this teaching into 
practical effect. 

Moral progress is in the very nature 
of things of comparatively slow 
growth and people are very prone to 
vield themselves to the ape, the tiger 


Jor the donkey that is in -their lives. 


The rise of the spirit is of recent 
origin, the traditions of the beast are 
deeply ingrained in human nature. 
Few will be found to deny that we 
have all sinned, we have missed the 
mark, we have fallen short of our 
ideals, we have not measured up to 
the stature of Divine Manhood, 
“There is so much good in the worst 
; of us, ; 

‘And so much bad in the best of us, 
That it il! becomes any of us 

To speak il] of the rest of us.” 

No power is more desirable than 
that which will give us a true insight 
into the lives of others and a true 
understanding of human nature, With- 
out this insight and knowledge we 


cannot cultivate the noblest of all; 


gifts—"the art of being kind.” 

The pussession of a divine nature 
which makes our hearts pure will give 
us an outlook upon life which will 
enable us to see God, and to “find Him 
in His ways with men.” It will give 
us the wide philosophy and genial 
sympathy to discover “in each poor 
jest and antic something good, some- 
thing that will make men lovable, 
being understood.” 

This is not a spirit of easy-going 
indifference to moral interests which 
leads us to ignore the existence and 
power of evil, but an infinitely deeper 
spirit of goodness, which shares in 
the patience and love of God. 

Spirituality is not alone a mystical 
change wrought in us through the 
exercise of prayer and meditation 
which tends to separate us from our 
fellow-men, but it is the enrichment 
and enlargement of our lives to enter 
with sympathetic interest into the 
Hves of others and to share in the 
common experiences of the human 
soul. We are most truly divine when 
we are most truly human. He that 
truly loves God, will in the very na- 
ture of things, love also his fellow- 
men. To be truly and sincerely in- 
terested in the welfare of mankind is 
to share in the life of God. “We 
know that we have passed from death 
unto life because we love the breth- 
ren.” 

It is astonish'ng, however, how 
many stand aloof from the problems 
of human sin with an attitude of in- 
difference or of scorn. How few are 
ready to make a special effort to res- 
tore those who, justly or unjustly, 
have come under condemnation. Truly 
“Man's inhumanity: to man makes 
countless thousands mourn.” The 
thought of our text has never been 
more truly or more beautifully ex- 
pressed than-in the poem by Whittier, 
“The Pwo Rabbis.” Rabbi Nathan 
after years of right living, fell under 
the sway of the tempter. In deep dis- 
tress over his wrong-doing, he left his 


Speaker's Chair for Canada 


The Speaker’s Chair which is be- 


ing ircnented to the Canadian House. 
of 


ommons by the Empire Parlia- 
mentary Association (United King- 
dom branch) to take the place of 
that destroyed in the fire at the Par- 
liament Buildings, Ottawa, in Feb- 
ruary, 1916, is now completed, and 
it is expected that the presentation 
will be made by the Right Hon. J. 
W. Lowther, speaker of the Imperial 
House of Commons, during the sum- 
mer. 

The gift has been tendered by the 
donors as “an abiding token of good 
will between both Parliaments,” and 
has been gratefully accepted as such 
by the Canadian House 9f Commons. 
The chajr is an exact copy of the 
Speaker's Chair in the House of 
Commons (designed by Pugin, who 
was Barry’s assistant in the build- 
ing of the New Palace.gf Westmins- 
ter), which has heen used sjnce the 
occupation of the present uhamber 
by the Commons jn 1852. Like the 
original, the replica is a beautiful 
example of carved oak. It stands 
13ft. Gin., surmounted by a canopy 
bearing the Royal Arms, which are 
carved in a piece of old oak taken 
from the roof of Westminster Hall, 


The seat of the chair is upholstered 7 
in green leather. The right jamb of 3 


the chair is inscribed: — “Manus 
justa nardus; memor et fidelis mens 


cons¢ia recti”; and on the left jamb 2 


is jnscribed: — “Nec  prece nec 
retio; libertas in legibus; 
honori invidia; laus Deo.’ 
The replica was executed by 
‘Messrs. Harry Hems and Sons, of 
Exeter, under the direction of Sir 
Frank Baines, of the Office of 
Works. It was recently on view 
at the rooms of the Empire Parlia- 
mentary Association, Wentainater 
Hall, when the Speaker and a large 
party of Lords and Commons, were 
recejved by Sir H. d'Eyille, secretary 
of the association, and Mr. T, Wil- 
gon, Clerk of Works and Deputy 
Keeper of Westminster Hall, Ac- 
companying the chair is a framed 
roll of parchment, ornamentally in- 
scribed as follows:— 
“This replica of the Speaker's 
Cfair in the House of Commons, at 
Westminster, is herewith presented 
to the House of Commons at Ot- 
tawa by the United Kingdom branch 
. of the Empire Parliamentary As- 
sociation, ¢gomprising members of 
both Houses, ag & fitting symbol of 
the great Parliamentary tradition 
which hinds together the free na- 
tions of the Brit{gh Commonwealth.” 
The scroll js signed: — 'Birken- 
head, Lord Chancellor; Jamey W. 
Lowther, Speaker of the House of 
Commons, Joint President, Empire 
Parliamentary Association, United 
Kingdom branch, Westminster Hall.” 
Formerly the Canadian Speaker, 
on leaying office, was entitled to 
take away the chair in which he sat 
AS a perquisite, but this perquisite 
will now be lost. It is’probable that 
there are some of the chairs of the 
old English House of Commons still 
in existence jn country mansions. 
Dean Pellew, in his biography of 
Lord Sidmouth (Henry Addington), 
relates that in the dining-room of 
‘White Lodge. Richmond Park — a 
house given by George III. to Sid- 
riouth in appreciation of his services 
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seat» among the; elders and made.a 
pilgrimage,: seeking the spiritual com- 
fort and help. that his friend, Rabbi 
Ben: Isaac might bestow.

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THE TEN COMMANDMENTS 
OF TREE PLANTING 


(By Wm. A. Reader) . 
1. Do not allow roots to be exposed 
to drying winds, sun or frost. 


2. Prune, with sharp knife, 
bruised or broken roots. 

8. Have the holes large enough to 
admit allthe roots without cramping. 


4. Plant in good loam, placing thor- 
oughly decomposed manure at the 
bottom, . 

6. Do not allow any fresh manure 
to come in contact with the roots. 


6. Spread the roots out in their 
natural position, and work fine loam 
among them, making it firm and com- 
pact. 

7. Do not plant deeply. Let the 
upper roots: be about an inch lower 
than they were before, 

8. Remove all broken branches and 
cut back at least one-half the _ pre- 
vious year’s growth of wood. 

9, If the season is a dry one, water 
thoroughly twice a week. 

10. Keep the soil in a good degree 
of fertility. Mulching in the fall is 
beneficial,

and bulky armchairs standing guard, 
one at each side of the fireplace; 
they were chiefly remarkable for 
their lumbering size and gaunt, in- 
convenient form, and visitors, al- 
ways curious as to their history 
were told they were the chairs o 
the House of Cammons in which 
Addington had sat as Speaker. Hea 
originally passessed three of these 
chairs. He presided over the House 
of Commons in three consecutive 
Parligments, and had the distinction 
of ‘being the first Speaker of the 
Commons of the United Kingdom on 
their assembly on January 22, 1801, 
after the Union with Ireland. One 
of the chairs disappeared, Dean Pels 
lew says, and the mystery of itg 
fate was never solved, - 

The chair of the fYst Speaker of 
the first reformed House of Com- 
mons is in the Parlinment House of 
the Commonwealth of Australia at 
Melbourne. It is the chair that was 
rovided for the temporary chamber 
in which the House of Cgmmons sat 
after the fire of 1884, and was taken 
away as his perquisite by Charleg 
Manners-Sutton when he completed, 
late in 1834, his long term of office 
as Speaker, Manners-Sutton's son 
took the chajr out to Melbourne 
when he was appointed Governor of 
Victoria, and presented jt to tha 
Legislative Assambly, whose succes.« 
sive Speakers sat in jt for man 
years. In course of time another 
chair was substituted for it, and at 
the inauguration of the Comman. 
wealth in 1901 {t was placed — with 
a brass plate recording its history 
— in the House of Representatives 
for the use of the Speaker, -- +3
